Technical Field of the Invention 

The present invention relates to methods for 
contrast-enhanced diagnostic imaging. In particular, the 
present invention relates to methods of MRI and optical 
imaging which use contrast agents that target a specific 
tissue or tissue component and permit the monitoring of 
state changes in the targeted tissue (e.g./ denaturation, 
necrosis, tissue coagulation, apoptosis) that occur during 
or after interventional therapy. The contrast agents used 
in this invention exhibit state-dependent binding to one or 
more components of a targeted tissue and provide a 
detectable change in the signal characteristics of the 
tissue-bound contrast agent. 

Background of the Invention 

Diagnostic imaging techniques, such as magnetic 
resonance imaging (MRI), x-ray, nuclear radiopharmaceutical 
imaging, optical (ultraviolet, visible and/or infrared 
light) imaging, and ultrasound imaging, have been used in 
medical diagnosis for a number of years.
